THE FATAL ACCIDENT AT MURRAY 
BARRACKS, 

An inquest was held yesterday after- 
noon at the Civil Hospital befero Mr. 
H. E. Wodehouse, coroner, and the 
following jury—Messrs. C. G. Bunker, 
FLA. M. Linde, and A. Ii, Abraham, 
on the body. of a Chinese boy, named 
Yau Apan, who was killed by the falling 
in of the roof of the Sergeants Mess 
Building, Murray Barracks. 

Dro DL, P. Marqnes, assistant superin- 
tendent of the Civil TLospital, stated 
that at a quarter past nine ‘am. the 
previous diy, the deceased was reecived 
into the Hospitat; he was a boy about 
15 years old, and was ina dying eon- 
dition. Witnoss exfimined the deceased 
and found ‘his left, hip broken, the leg 
stiff, and the iscles of the abdomen 

torn and the head also was bruised. 
Thesu were the only extérial injuries 
The deceased never recovered consci- 
ousness before his death, which oc- 
curred ‘about ten minntes after his 
admission into the Hospital. Death 
arose_trom injuries reccived, 

‘Wong A Hoi deposel—T am a ser- 
vant in the Murray Barracks, and I 
knew the deceased, Yan Apang, who 
was 15 years of aga; and also.employed 
there. Yesterday (‘luesday). morning 
at about a quarter-past seven am. [ 
was inthe pantry of the Sergeants’ Mess 
with the deceasod and another.man. 
We wero engaged preparing breakfast 
for the Sergeants’? Mess at 8. o'clock 
whon all of a snilden thero was a great 
crash and the roof fell into the pantry. 


‘My howl and back were grazed by the 


falling débris, and Cran out and called 
a sergeant, and a. number of soliliers 
eunsin. On cominy back we fonnil 
that the rabbish had fallen throngh the 
pantry floor on to the ground floor, 
and the deceased, hvl fallen through 
also.

Departinent about this chimney, and 
nobody in tho Department had any 
idea of it being in an unsound stato, 
Flo had ‘frequently seen tho chimney 
when he had been Th and out of the 
barracks, but lad never noticed any- 
thing particalar about it,. Tho materials 
ofthe building, the rafters, &e., ap- 
The 
quartorly inspection of the barracks 
always took place carly in the quarter, 
and the inspection for this quarter was 
shortly ‘due. Tho inspection of the 
Bartacks was always done by an oflicor 
ofthe ngineors, not always by the 
same officer although Lieutenant Friend 
was the officor who generally made it. 
-Hereported the mattor to the Royal 
Hngiucers, and Colonel Papillon visited 
the scene afterwards and inspected the 
place. : ‘ 

The Coroner said hethought it-would 
he well to have Colonel Papillon’s 
evidence as to the cause of the accident, , 
so it would be better to remand the 
inquiry at that point wntil the follow. 
ing. day. De would therefore adjourn 
the inquiry uutil to-morrow at 2.30 at 
the Magistracy.
